Talmadge today carried his fight on 
the Roosevelt administration to the 
people of his state in an address here 
this afternoon in which he bitterly 
attacked the policies of the national 
government and plainly indicated he 
will do all in his power to defeat 
the President in the 1936 campaign. 

Speaking before a crowd variously 
estimated at between 10,000 and 2U,- 
(0) the Governor turned with- 
ering fire on the New Deal in all its 
phases, Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 
lace and Secretary of the Interior 
Ickes bearing the brunt of his as- 
saults. 

The 20,000 estimate on the crowd 
was made by Mayor Grady Coker, 
of Canton, chairman of the day, Oth- 
er estimates fixed the total as low 
as 10,000. The crowd fairly well 
filled Joe Brown park and hundreds 
heard the speech from near-by. Wheth- 
er the crowd agreed with him or 
not Talmadge showed that he still 
is one of the greatest crowd-getters 
the state has ever seen.

Silent as Few Defend 
His Administration. 


WASHINGTON, July 4—@M)— 
Pleas for the protection of individual 
liberties and the rights of the states 
today dominated Fourth-of-July ora- 
tory, lending a strong political tinge 
to the holiday celebration. 

So worded were the addresses of 
several héadlined speakers of both par- 
ties that in some observers read in- 
direct thrusts at the New Deal. Oth- 
ers were loaded with loudly-spoken 
specific denunciation of President 
Roosevelt's activities. Still others car-| 
ried his praise. 

Leading one wing of the parade, 
Former President Herbert Hoover as- 
serted that ‘“‘wherever in the world 
individual liberty has been maintain- 
ed” the people have been better fed 
clothed and housed, happier and more 
self-respecting. 

From the south came a call for safe-| 
guarding state rights, with Governor)

Emperor Selects Ameri- 
can Independence Day 
for Appeal to U. S. To 
Make Italy Obey Pact. 


ADDIS ABABA, July 4.—(4)— 
Ethiopia chose America’s Independ- 
ence Day today to ask the United 
States to find some way to make Italy 
observe her obligations under the Kel- 
logg pact, by which she renounced war 
as an instrument of national policy. 

A five-page note delivered to Wil- 
liam Perry George, United States 
charge d’atfaires here, outlined the de- 
velopment of the Italo-Ethiopian con- 
troversy and reasserted Ethiopia’s con- 
tention that Italy has warlike inten- 
tions aimed at the conquest of the 
African empire. 

The massing of men and munitions 
in Italy’s African colonies, the note 
contended, indicates that Ethiopia’s 
independence is threatened. 

Emperor Fail. Selassie’s oft-ex- 
pressed determination to defend the 
political ‘niependence of his territory 
by all legal means without slacken- 
ing efforts toward peaceful settlement 
of issues’ involved was reiterated. in 
the commupication. 

(Under taé Kellogg-Briand pact, 
properly calied “the general pact for 
the renunciation of war,” the United 
States, Germany” Belgium,- France, 
Great Britain and her dominions, Ire- 
land, Italy, Japan, Poland and Czecho- 
slovakia renounce war as an instru- 
ment of national policy and agreed 
that disputes among them should be 
settled by pacific means. It was 
signed at Paris August 27, 1928.)

When, in the fall of 1929, hostilities 
threatened between those two nations 
of the far-reaches of the Manchurian 
border, Stimson formally called the 
attention of the Chinese and soviet 
governments to their obligations as ad- 
herents to the treaty,.-and then took 
steps to organize world opinion against 
the threatening conflict by communi- 
cating with Great Britain, Japan, 
France, Italy and Germany. 

When hostilities finally broke out— 
despite the peace appeal—the United 
States again communicated with all 
signatories of the pact, suggesting that 
they urge upon China and the soviet 
a peaceful solution of the controversy, 
Thirty-seven nations associated theme 
selves with the government’s appeal, 
and the ensuring peace was hailed as 
a victory for the pact and for peace, 

Failed to Stop - Fight. .

VIENNA, July 4.—()—Redistribu- 
tion of Austria’s wealth to “right the 
Wrongs done the Hapsburg family” 
when revolution toppled the dynasty 
in 1918 was formally approved by 
the council of state today. 

Chancellor Kurt Schuschingg’s cab- 
inet already had accepted the bill re- 


| turning to the ancient royal family 


most of the castles, forests and farms 
confiscated by républicah Austria in 
1919. 

The law, regarded as another long 
step toward restoring the monarchy 
in Austria; has yet to pass the fed- 
eral diet, which meets July 9, and 


receive the president’s signature. It 
is expected to be on the statute books 
by July 10, however. 

Repentance of the expropriation of 
the vast properties was the keynote 
of oratory preceding the council of 
state’s vote, 

While hoth the council of state and 
the federal chancellory emphasized 
that the return of royal revenues to 
the Hapsburgs was entirely unrelated 
to the question of bringing back the 
monarchy, royalists cautiously rredict- 
ed it would not be long before 22-year- 
old Archduke Otto, the Hapsburg pre- 
tender, was crowned in Vienna. 

The socialist “share-the-wealth” idea 
prevailed in 1919 when the Hapsburg 
properties were legally declared the 
people's, and the socialists decided to 
turn revenues from most of them over 
to those disabled in the World War. 

The Hapsburg estates consist of 
about 16,000 acres of‘ land, 50 cas- 
tles, five apartment buildings in Vien- 
na, vast quantities of furnishings, 
tapestries, silver _ Plate and the like.

It has an inde- 
scribable flavor, not in the least like 
that of tomatoes, for the fresh fruit 
is not used, but preserves made of 
pounded tomatoes and looking like 
anchovy paste. This compound and oil 
are the besetting sins of the Greek 
cook. He drenches everything in oil, 
and in this he differs from the Turk. 
Study Simplicity. 

It is wise in Greece to study: sim- 
| plicity in the matter of food. Olives 
‘are nutritious; curdled milk—vyaoort 
|—is delicious and wholesome. A good 
/point in the Greek dietry is the cook- 
‘ed salad of wild herbs—radikia—an 
excellent tonic. 

Sweets in Greece are purely Turk- 
‘ish and are called by their Turkish 
‘names, cadaif, baklava, etc. Like the 
|Turks the Greeks eat young cucum- 
bers. in large quantities, not in salad, 
| but with the addition only of a little 
| salt. On th: other hand they prize 
things which the Turks will not touch 
_—sanils, for example, and the octupus, 
and the cuttle fish. which is very pop- 
ular, but not tempting in appearance.

Fulton Is Pushing 4-Way Program 


To Save Farmers 


2 Million Yearly 


Portion of Plan Which Will 
and Make County Prison 


| ncrease Income of Growers 
Camps Self-Sustaining Is 


Already Worked Out. 


By W. A. RITCHIE. 

Increasing the incomes of Fulton 
county’s 3,600 farmers by more than 
$2,000,000 annually and at the same 
time reducing the cost of maintain- 
ing the 2,500 convicts in the coun- 
ty’s prison camps to a nominal fig- 
ure is the two-fold objective of Dr. 
C. R. Adams, chairman, and Ed L. 
Almand, of the County Board of Com- 
missioners. 

A portion of the program already 
has been worked out under the su- 


pervision of S. D. Truitt, Fultom 
county agricultural agent, and the re- 
mainder will be put in operation over 
a period of several years. 

Under this program it is hoped to 
increase the average farm income in 
Fulton county by $500 per year, and 
at the same time to make the coun- 
ty’s eight prison camps self-sustain- 
ing in so. far as foodstuffs are con- 
cerned. 

Development of the prison camps 
as agricultural experiment stations is 
the pivotal portion of the program, 
which has, however, many ramifica- 
tions. 

Details of Program. 

To make it possible for Fulton 
county farmers to diversify their crops 
to such an extent that it will 
unnecessary for them to buy feed for 
their livestock. 

To provide breeding animals, such 
as jacks, bulls, rams and stallions so 
that the farmers may raise blooded 
livestock at a comparatively small 
cost to themselves. 

To terrace Fulton county farms 
at a nominal cost and to teach the 
farmers how to improve the soil to 
such a degree that crop yields will 
be greatly increased. 

To provide canning plants to en- 
able farm wives to can their own 
meats, frvits and vegetables in sea- 
son under pressure, likewise at a 
nominal cost. 

Students of Agriculture, 

Dr. Adams, although a _ physician, 
was raised on a farm and takes an 
active interest in the county’s agri- 
cultural problem. Commissioner Al- 
mand has become interested in farm- 
ing only since he was elected to the 
county board, but has become a keen 


student of agriculture and is working { 


enthusiastically to put over the pro- 
gram that will eventually make Ful- 
ton county farmers the most prosper- 
ous in the country. These two men 
are being ably assisted by Agent 
Truitt. 

At present local farmers buy much 
of their livestock feed because it is 
not practical to raise four or five 
acres of oats, the same amount of 
wheat and perhaps two or three acres 
of barley. A reaper, for instance, 
would cost $400 or $500 and the 
average farmer could not afford to 
invest that amount of money in a 
piece of machinery he would only 
use for a day or two each year. 

It is the plan of the county to 
purchase reapers.and threshing ma- 
chines and station them at the va- 
rious prison camps or at other suit- 
able centers. These would be avail- 
able to farmers of the county at the 
actual cost of operation, plus depre- 
ciation, and would enable the man 
raising only a few acres of grain 
to cut it and then have it threshed 


for feed for his livestock. 
Three Jacks Donated. 


A start has already been ‘made 
/on that portion of the program ap- 
plying to livestock. Three Missouri 
jacks, costing nearly $3,000, have been 
donated to Fulton county along with 
a number of rams. Farmers are able 
to breed their own mares and ewes to 
these animals without cost. It is 
planned to increase this number and 
also to obtain some blooded bulls and 
stallions, 

Under resent conditions when a! 
Fulton county taviene needs a new 
mule he must go to the market and | 
pay as high as $250 or $300 for a good : 
[farm animal. Under the county pro- | 
'gram he will be able to breed his own 
The 
true of cattle, sheep and | 
horses. | 

The plan at present is to have breed- ' 


ing livestock stationed at each of the 
eight prison camps, located in various 
parts of the county. When this is car- 
ried out thousands of dollars annual- 
ly will be added to the income of Ful- 
ton farmers. 

Much of the farm land in the coun- 


ty is badly in need of terracing and 
Agent Truitt is now operating three 
terracing machines, whicl. are at the 
call of the farmers of the community. 
A charge of $2.50 per hour is made 
for each machine, and it is possible to 
have farm land terraced for little more 
than $1 per acre. 

Land that is practically worthless 
can be turned into really productive 
land through terracing and then ap- 
plying modern farming methods to 
build up the soil. 


Canning Plants Opened. 


The fourth point of the program 
applies to the canning of foodstuffs 
raised on the farms. Four canning 
plants are now being operated under 
the direction of Miss Opal Ward, 
home demonstration agent, and two 
more are in progress of construction. 
Started less than a year ago, these 
plants are available to the housewives 
in rural communities and on the 
farms. It is possible for the women 
to can their meats, vegetables and 
fruits at a cost of only one cent per 
can, and insure a guodly supply of 
foodstuffs at small cost both in and 
out of season. 

The prison camps are the pivotal 
point of the program, inasmuch as they 
are being converted into experimental 
stations where farmers can obtain in- 
formation on every phase of agrieul- 
ture and see with their own eyes 
just how crop yields can be increased. 

Camps Raising Vegetables. 

At the same time the camps are 
raising vegetables that ultimately will 
be sufficient to supply not only the 
camps themselves but the various 
charitable institutions under the juris- 
diction of the county. This, in itself, 
will result in an annual savings to 
Fulton county of $50,000 annually 
when the goal is reached. 

“The future of Fulton county lies 
to a large extent in its agricultural 
area, and if our program is carried 
through to completion this can be 
made into one of the most prosperous 
arming centers ih the United 
States,” 
man of the county board, 

“While bringing about a substantial 
reduction in county operating costs 
by making the prison camps self-sus- 
taining, we can place the farmers of 
Fulton county in a position to increase 
their annual incomes materially and 
I fully believe that we can add more 
than $2,000 annually to their buying 
power,’ 

The farmers themselves are enthusi- 
astic over the county program and are 
availing themselves of the aid now 
being offered, according to Agent 
Truitt.

With that much money you could throw away a $10 bill at every 
foot of the newest automobile way from here to Los Angeles and arrive 
there before exhausting your supply (distance 2,950 miles). You could 
pave a strip of. that road nearly 20 inches wide with dollar bills. You 
could buy every, acre of land and water in California at $150 per acre. 
If you had that much money 13 years ago you could have bought the 
entire states of Alabama, Arizona, Arkansas, Colorado and Connecticut, 
and everything in them, at high pre-depression prices. (Census Bureau 
estimate of wealth by states in 1922.) 


DEFENSE An itemized statement of what this money has been going 
for is now available only up to May 31. 

From it you will see that the biggest single item of regular running 
expense in the New Deal has been interest on the debt. About $1,785,- 
000,000 has been paid out in interest by New Dealers and all but $607,- 
000,000 was on the old war debt. National defense took $1,218,000,000, 
of which the navy got $694,000,000 and the army $524,000,000, The 
veterans’ administration took $1,261,000,000. 

If you lump the army, navy, veterans’ and war debt interest to- 
gether, you can see President Roosevelt has spent $3,657,000,000 of 
his money on past and future wars. This is more than one-fifth of his 
total expenditure, and the end is not yet in sight. 

It only cost him half that much to operate all the rest of the regular 
branches of government ($1,733,000,000). 


RELIEF The emergency spending between March 4, 1933, and May 
31, 1935, has been fairly well advertised. The total was 

$14,536,000,000, of which nearly half was spent on relief payments and 

public works ($6,484,000,000). 

Only $1,059,000,000 was loaned out to business, banks, railroads, 
home owners and others. The rest went for extra expenses by regular 
departments, paying interest, building extra ships, buying:stock in banks. 

From these figures you may judge what a colossal bear Mr. Roosevelt 
is holding at the wrong end. He has attempted to pull back lately on 
relief expenditures and has been fairly successful. But he is committed 
to policies and is under unprecedented pressure from the country to 
continue the enlarged federal responsibility for business revival and care 
of all needy. 

How he will ever ease himself out of the expenditures this entails, 
no one here knows. 


BUDGET-BALANCING Some of Mr. Roosevelt’s associates say he 


is preparing to run on a budget-balancing 
platform next year. No one doubts that he hopes to do it, but few 
outsiders believe he will be able to. 

The figures show that the encouraging increase in revenues and the 
proposal for more and more taxes will not do the job. He has a few 
aces in his sleeve (the gold profit on devaluation, which is to be ap- 
plied to the debt eventually), but the problem is so vast that a few 


years more may-be required to work it out. 
TRAP A suspicious quietude settled over the administration after Sen- 

ator Glass rewrote Section II of the bank bill. From the pub- 
lished accounts, you would think that the New Dealers agreed Glass was 
right and they were wrong. . That is not the situation. The New Dealers 
are deeply resentful of several of the changes and are keeping quiet only 
because they have a plan. They expect the house to stand out against 
Glass and induce him to give in on the most important points. 

The change they hate most is the one dividing authority (as they 
see it) between the Federal Reserve Board and the banks on the mone- 
tary policy. Under the altered bill, all the banks would need to do 
would be to win over a single board member and they could tie up the 
open market committee.

HOLLYWOOD, July 3.—I 
often been asked about personality 
and its value to the actor. After some 
deliberation and with much _trepida- 
wr offer this opinion-for what it’s 
worth. 


There are certain people in the en- 
tertainment world fortunate enough to 
possess an original appearance or some 
outstanding characteristic which enter- 
tains us so that we do not mind how 
often we see them. | 


: If we meet these people in private 
life, we find them to be very much as 
they are upon the stage or screen. 
They are entertainers who sell their 
personalities to us. Many of the 
greatest comedians fall into this cate- 
gory. 

These people cannot, however, be 
properly regarded.as actors, no matter 
how they entertain. The actor,. I be- 
lieve, is one who can so merge and 
change his personality as to convince 
us that he is undergoing the joys and 
sorrows of the character he is portray- 
ing. 

His ultimate aim, of course, is the 
entertainment of his audience, but his 
task is quite different from that of 
the entertainer or personality-seller, 
and the possession of a: peculiar, defi- 
nite personality may be even a hin- 
drance to him. 

I have not met many of our leading 
actors and actresses, but I have no- 
ticed that the real top-notchers create 
only a nebulous impression in a room 
full of people. Remove from them the 
aura of success that ‘surrounds them, 
and they will not “a out.in the def- 
inite way that an enfertainer stands 
out; they cannot be pinned down ahd 
described. . | 

_ This vague and indefinable i-pres- 
sion they create is actually part of 
their equipment and we should do 
wrong to attempt to classify and de- 
scribe them. If we could succeed in 
doing so, I believe we should destroy 
them as -actors. | 

_The true actor should have no. de- 
finable personality. His task is two- 
fold: He has been born with an ex- 
ceptional and childlike instinct for 
“dressing up” and play-acting, and he 
is probably gifted—or cursed—with 
super-sensitive emotions and strong 
powers ,of imagination. 

His task then is to live his life to 
the fullest extent of his emotional 
capacity and to understand the expe- 
riences through which he passes. Emo- 
tion is his stock in. trade; the actor 
cannot and must not try to live the 
ordered, steady lives of other people, 
since every moment of ecstasy, every 
pang of despair adds to that stock. 

His second task is to translate that 
emotional experience to his audience 
through the medium of his talent. 
That is why he must keep his own 
private personality as’ nebulous and 
blind as possible. 

It is his task to tak@on different 
shapes like a cloud and different col- 
ors like a chameleon, so that he may 
infect his audience with the emotions 
he has felt and understood. 

I regret very must the modern ten- 
dency toward type-casting. The true 
actor fits himself to the part; it is 
useless trying to construct parts to [it 
him. He should be judged by the 
veracity of his interpretation, which 
he assumes like a cloak. He should 
not be placed upon a chalk mark and 
photographed as a personality, for, 
as a personality, he does not exist.

TRUNK SLAYER WANES 
MICHIGAN EXTRADITION 


Goodrich Breaks Down and 
Confesses Hitting Girl 
With Hammer. 


NEW YORK, July 4.—(#)—Evinc- 
ing readiness to return to Detroit and 
pay “a debt to society,” Merton Ward 
Goodrich, 27-year-old trap drummer, 
formally waived extradition to Mich- 
igan today and will be returned to- 
morrow to face an indictment for the 
psychopathic trunk murder of 11-year- 
old Lillian Gallaher. 

A like waiver of extradition was 
made by Goodrich’s crippled wife, 
Florence, held by New York police 
on a homicide charge of “acting in 
concert” and wanted as a material wit- 
ness in the Gallaher killing last Sep- 
tember 20. 

Admits Using Hammer. 


His gaunt, lined face showing the 
effects of a sleepless night, Goodrich 
was subjected to renewed questioning 
by New York and Detroit authorities 
after he and his wife appeared for 
formal extradition proceedings at the 
home of General Sessions Judge Mor- 
ris Koenig. 

Detective Joe Kaiser said Goodrich 


added a “hammer angle” to his pre- 


'vious confession. 


“He told us he saw the girl in 


‘the street selling punchboard chances,” 


Kaiser said, “and he asked her to 
come to his apartment for some books. 
He said he tried to attack her, but 
she ran screaming. 


“Then he said he caught her and 
pulled her onto the divan. but she 
fought and he hit her with a ham- 
mer.” 

While Detectives here worked on 
Goodrich’s story, Detroit authorities 
were advised that a request had been 
made by police of Kansas City, Kan., 
to question him concerning his where- 
abouts in April, 1933,° when 6-yvear- 
old Nadine Vogel Love, who disap- 
peared en route home from school. 
Her body was found April 30, in a 
woods near Bonner Springs. 

Told Wife. 


Goodrich was committed on three 
occasions to the state hospita] for the 
criminal insane at Lima, Ohio, in 
conection with attacks and molesta- 
tions upon little girls. 

After further questioning, Prosecu- 
tor Duncan McCrea, of Detroit, 
announced Goodrich had admitted he 
told his wife of the killing a few 
hours after it happened—a time he 
set at about 6 p. m. 

The prosecutor said Goodrich ad- 
mitted, also, that after hée had told 
what he had done she begged him to 
surrender to police. Her pleading had 
no effect and that night they left by 
bus for Royal Oak. Mich., going on 
from there to Pontiac. 

McCrea said Goodrich, overcome by 


continual questioning, talked freely to- 
day.

2. Having bid diamonds at his first 
opportunity, South feels sure that 
when he now shows the spade suit 
North will realize that it may be only 
four cards in length. Without at 
least four ttumps North, on such 
bidding as this, must show a prefer- 
ence for the first bid suit, even 
though he may have a very strong 
three-card holding such as A Q x in 
ulbertson System it

AT WIMBLEDON 


Clash Saturday Will Be 
Fourth All-American 
Women’s Final. 


WIMBLEDON, England, July 4.— 
(/)—America s rennis — Helens 
ut on a private celebration of the 
fourth of Jaly for the benefit of Wim- 
bledon’s center court galleries today 
drove their way into the final round 
of the Ail Engiand championships and 
paved the way for a renewal of one 
of the bitterest rivalries in the game. 


Thus Helen Jacobs, American title- 
holder for three years, and Helen 
Wills Moody, unchallenged queen of 
the courts until a back injury forced 
her into temporary retirement in 1933, 
will meet Saturday in the fourth All- 
American women’s final in Wimbledon 
history. It will be their first clash 
since Mrs. Moody was forced to de- 
fault to the younger star in the third 
set of the American championship 
finals of 1933. 

Almost two years after she first

Bill Will Be Rewritten 
by Conferees. 


WASHINGTON, July 4.—(P)— 
Administration confidence that its 
utilities bill will be written finally in 
a senate-house conference was voiced 
today as the capitol planned a double- 
headed investigation of lobbying for 
and against holding company aboli- 
tion. 

“T expect the bill to go to confer- 
ence,” saic Senator Robinson, the 
floor. leader. 

But ethers forecast a close vote. | 
Senator ‘Dieterich, democrat, Illinois, 
held out hope the house amendments 
eliminating the mandatory “death sen- 
tence” for “unnecessary” holding units 
would be accepted by the senate. It 
was Dieterich’s motion to substitute 
regulation for abolition which lost by 
a single vote in the senate. 

All Diéterich needs is a switch of 
one vote, but since the single-ballot 
administration victory of 45 to 44 
two weeks ago, “death sentence” 
forces have gained a cohort in Sena- 
tor Holt, democrat, West Virginia. 

Leaders Sk 

Democratic leaders did not believe 
the big margin by which the house 
approved a substitute giving the Se- 
curities Commission discretionary au- 
thority to abolish holding companies 
will have a “moral effect” upon the 
senate as some members forecast. The 
question on which the senate will vote 
is whether to accept the less-drastic 
house bill o send two bills to con- 
ference for a final drafting. 

Some senators joined in Senator 
Wheeler’s, democrat, Montana, moral 
“centainty that the President will 
veto the bill if it is sent up to 
him without the death sentence.” 

But they were not authoritatively 
informed on that point. Senator Mc- 
Nary, the republican leader, é¢xpress- 
ed the belief the executive would sign 
a regulatory measure. 

Who Paid Bills? 

No less interesting to observers of 
this legislative battle royal, with 
President Roosevelt and a bare ma- 
jority in the senate opposing a house 
that defeated the executive by 111 
votes, was thé effort in both houses 
to find the answer to this question: 
Who paid the bills and how much 
was spént in attempts to defeat the 
legislation and to what lengths did 
the administration go in seeking to 
put it across? 

Observers looked to the senate in- 
quiry, if ordered, to provide the real 
fireworks. They stressed that the 
resolution of Senator Black, democrat, 
Alabama, now awaiting audit commit- 
tee action on its $150,000 appropria- 
tion, carries not only the wherewith- 
al to push the inquiry but the power 
to produce witnesses. 

The house investigation, sponsored 
by Representatives Pettengill, demo- 
crat,, Indiana, and Fish, republican, 
New York, provides no money, but 
Speaker Ryrns said the inquiry by 
the rules committee would be far 
from the “whitewash” some had pre- 
dicted privately. 

It will be a “full, fair, thorough 
and inmipartial” inquiry, Byrns said of 
the investigation to begin Monday.
